Iordans Were reforming writing meth¬ 
ods the Greek letters were changed In 
form from the uncial to the cu^efve, 
and the system of writing was changed 
lb both cases so as toTun from left to 
tight The following quotation from 
Franklin illustrates the mixed, or bous- 
trophedon, system of writing:

It stood un¬ 
til 1647, when the last vestige of It was 
destroyed daring the civil wars of 
Claries I., the vandals who destroyed 
tbp relic claiming It to be a monument 
of popish superstition.
